General Perthlng Sends Out Details to 


Recover th* Wounded in Carrixal 


Battle. 


San Antonio, Tex., June 24.— Fear 
that the casualties suffered by Captain 
Boyd’s command of the Tenth Cavalry 
at Cnrrizal on June 21 had been very 
heavy was expressed by army officers 
here. 
It waa pointed out that if twelve 
men were killed, as reported through 
Mexican sources, it would mean that 
from 
thirty-five 
to 
forty 
had 
beer 
wounded, affording to the usual pro 
portion. 
Meanwhile General Funston 
awaited 
further new s from 
General 
Pershing, who despatched two squad 
rons of the Fleventh Cavalry to rein 
force the survivors of the Tenth. 
General Pershing has sent out large 
scouting 
patrols 
to locate 
wounded 
men of the colored detail which en 
countered th© Carranza troops at Car 
rizal. 
S©v*t »1 hor*-© holders of the cavalry 
detachment are known to have return 
ed to their base. 
Fear that the gravity 
of the American losses may have been 
greater than reported from Mexican 
sources was accentuated by the fact 
that bereft of their mounts, the retreat 
ing Americans might have been cha* 
od by Mexican cavalry and further at 
tacked. 
The men reported killed or wounded 
with the number reported from Chi 
huahua to have been raptured, would 
account for practicably one troop, oi 
fifty per tent. of the command. 
In 
deed, from the reports available ar 
far. it Is by no m eans certain that Cap 
tain Boyd’s command wa* not practl 
rally wiped out. 
Combining various 
stories, 
army 
men believe that Captain Boyd, aft©! 
be dismounted and deployed bls men 
had been forced to fall hack to e^cap* 
the crossfire oTThe Mexicans, who vir 
tually had surround cd* him under covet 
of a parley. 
It Is believed that those 
raptured may have been cut off from 
the mu in body by an overwhelming 
force and forced to surrender. 
Tile fact that men detailed to hold 
the horses reached General Pershing’s 
column also, Is believed to account In 
a m easure for the heavy casualties 
The command 
was 
without wagons 
stretchers or other m osns of transport 
Ing the wounded, and the loss of tbs 
horses may have been a serious factoi 
In delaying a retreat, encumbered with 
wounded men. 
It was pointed out that 
progress must necessarily he alow a* 
the wounded would have to be carried 
In Improvised litters. 
A despatch 
from Chihuahua City 
Mexico, said that criticism of Ameri 
can military men who, he said, have 
caused all the trouble between Mexi 
co and the Unite I States, was made 
there by General Jacinto Trevino, mill 
tary commander of the northeast.

Officers arriving af Chihuahua with 
the body of General Felix Gomez, wh< 
was killed in the Carrizal engagement 
said the American leaders evidently 
had Instructed their men to coneen 
trate their fire on the genera’ who, on 
account of his great bulk, was nu ea.<y 
taget.
